The Old Colony Foreign Exchange 
Co. recently began business 
with offices in this city and | 
branches in many parts of New En- | 
giand. it followed the lead of Ponzi | 
in promising unusual returns on 
notes, the offer in this case being 
100 per cent in six months. 

Patrons of the Old Colony Co., 
which has continued in operation 
during the investigation of Ponzi's 
affairs, started a run on the com- 
pany’s office today. The crowd be- | 
came so large that policemen were 
assigned to keep the people in line. 
Those who said they wanted their 
money back and a few who wanted 
to invest were requested to leave 
their names and addresses and 
were told that they would be noti- 
fied when the company would re- 
ceive further subscriptions or 
would be ready to refund. 

Ponzi, who was arrested yesterday 
by Federal authorities, charged with 
using the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud and later was taken into cus- 
tody by State authorities and_ re- 
leased on bail, was surrendered by 
his ndsman, Morris Rudnick, to- 
day. Rudnick had given bonds of 
$25,000 in the Federal] action and 
$10,000 in the State court. Ponzi 
was turned over to the custody of 
United States Marshal Duane. 

Ponzi, accompanied by one of his 
counsel, reached the Federal build- 
ing about 3:30 p. m. The attorney 
paid that Rudnick had withdrawn 
his sureties for business reasons. 
Ponzi was unable to obtain other 
‘ond during the afternoon and was 
gent to the Middlesex County Jail,

A dispute over terminal charges, 
which has been going on for nearly 
26 years, between the West Side and 
East Side railroad lines, is behind 


the motion of four railroads, filed 
yesterday afternoon in the United 
States District Court, for a receiver- 
thip for the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, pending the enforcement of 
the decree of the Supreme Court of 
April 22, 1912, directing the Termi- 
nal Association to reorganize and to 
readjust the use of its facilities. 

The railroads which join in this 
motion are the Missouri Pacific, Mis- 
suurl, Kansas & Texas, Frisco and 
Rock Island. They are the only dis- 
tinctively West Side lines, though the 
Wabash and Burlington have lines 
on both sides of the river. The de- 
fendants in the proceeding are 10 
railroads entering St. Louis from the 
East, and the Terminal Association, 
with its subordinate corporations, 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. and two bridge 
companies. One responsible official 
of each company is named as a de- 


fendant. 
Charges in Suit. 


The four West Side roads, in their 
motion, charge that the East Side 
lines and the Terminal Association 
have not obeyed the Supreme Court's 
order of 1912, that they should “pro- 
vide for the complete abolition of the 
practice of billing to East St. Louis 
or other junction points, and then re- 
billing traffic destined to St. Louis or 
to points beyond.” 

Instead of obeying this order, the 
West Side roads allege, the East Side 
lines and the Terminal Association 
still continue “‘the illegal practice of 
billing to Bast St. Louis and then re- 
billing traffic destined to St. Louis 
and to points beyond, thus assessing 
all the transfer charges across the 
Mississippi River on through freight. 
moving both east and west, against 
the West Side lines."’ 

“Burden on West Side Roads.”’ 

Charies 8S. Burg, general attorney 
for the M., K. & T., in explaining 
this clause to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, said: 

“That means that if the M., K. & 
T. takes a car at Dallas, Tex., des- 
tined for Pittsburg, to be transferred 
to the Pennsyivania railroad at St. 
Louis, the M., K. & T. must pay the 
terminal charges before the Pennsyl- 
vania will take it. If the car is go- 
ing from Pittsburg to Dallas, and 
comes from Pittsburg to St. Louis 
over the Pennsylvania, the M., K. & 
T. must pay the terminal charges 
before it can get the car.. The West 
Side lines have to pay this charge 
going and coming. They have been 
powerless to remedy this inequality, 
since they are in a minority on the 
governing board of the Terminal As- 
sociation.” 

The motion of-the West Side roads 
sets forth 15 specifications in its 
charge that the Supreme Court's 
Gecree of 1912 has been violated.

GREEK PREMIER, SHOT 
IN PARIS, RECOVERING 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 13.—Premier Ven- 
izelos of Greece, who was wounded 
here yesterday when fired upon by 
two young Greeks, spent a good 
night in the hospital te which he 
was taken and is in no danger, it 
was announced by physicfans early 
today. 

The bullet, which lodged in his left 
shoulder, wil) be extracted this 
morning. 

Eight shots were fired at the 
Greek Premier. The shooting oc- 
curred at 9:45 p. m. 

Premier Venizelos was taking 
leave of friends when two swarthy 
individuals rushed from the crowd, 
one firing three shots and the other 
five before they were overpowered. 
The Premier was reported wounded 
in the right side of the left arm. 

His assailants, following their ar- 
rest, were rescued by the police 
from the crowds with great difficul- 
ty, the mob shouting “lynch them.” 
Hoth of the men were severely han- 
dled. 

Thyriakis and Iserpis, the assail- 
ants of Venizelos, acted through 
purely personal motives, according 
to a statement issued at the Greek 
legation. After the fall of former 
King Constantine, they were re- 
moved from the Greek army and 
navy by the Venizelos Government 
because of their open pro-German 
sentiments, it is said.

The Gymnastic Dollar. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One writer to the Post-Dispatch ridi- 
cuies the idea that property can double in 
price by offering to sell a 4-year-old suit 
ef clothes for $10 less than double its 
cost. The life of clothing may be a year 
or two, that of a house may be a thou- 
sand years. Few people want an old suit, 
but no one objects to occupying a room in 
a hotel that may have had 500 different 
tenants in as many days or weeks. 

Another gentleman thinks that a house 
owner ought not to increase the price of 
his house because a depositor in a bank 
canhot gét the return of more money 
than he put in, nothwithstanding the de- 
preciation of the dollar during the time of 
deposit. It is evident that these gentlemen 
have strange ideas about money. Money 
has a fixed or face value, and a purchas- 
ing value. The latter is the real power 
and is subject to many changes. The de- 
positor in the bank has a contract, writ- 
ten or implied, which is always according 
to the face value of the money. Likewise 
a lease for a house, or a contract of any 
kind involving a money consideration is 
} governed by the same law. 

But here is the difference: Money is 
always changing its value or measure, as 
is reflected by changing prices; but a 
house kept. in repair may retain its value 
or give the same service for hundreds of 
years. The dollar of five years ago may 
give only 50 cents’ worth of service today, 
while the house is still giving a dollar 
service. You cannot buy a $3000 house 
with 8000 60-cent dollars, especially if it 
custs 6000 or 9000 60-cent dollars to 
build that house now. Do the plumbers,

OPEN THE BALLOT BOXES. 
Interviewed for the Post-Dispatch, Attorney-Gen- 
eral McAllister thinks the question of opening the 
ballot boxes of the primary election for evidences 
of frauds will have to be submitted to the Supreme 
Court. He believes the election laws apply to the 
primaries, but the question of whether all sections 
of the law apply has never been decided. 

In one case brought before the Supreme Court, 
touching opening of the boxes to obtain evidence for 
criminal prosecution, Judge Gantt decided that it 
could not be done, but that the boxes could be opened 
in “election contests.” 

The question should go immediately to the Supreme 
Court, not in relation only to obtaining evidence in 
a contest, but to obtaining evidence for criminal 
prosecution. It is an extraordinary legal situation 
if the election law, which is specifically declared to 
apply to the primary, should be applied in civil con- 
tests but not in criminal prosecutions. Was the law 
framed or shall it be interpreted in such a way as 
to protect the rascals who steal primary elections? 
What could be worse than that? 

Surely there can be no obstacle to the submission 
of the question to the Supreme Court. Charges are 
made specifically that at least 10,000 votes in St. 
Louis were stolen from Col. Davis for Senator Spen- 
cer’s benefit, and that several thousand were mis- 
counted in Kansas City. The returns indicate crook- 
edness. 

Surely Senator Spencer doesn’t want to be the 
beneficiary of stolen votes or the protector of rascally 
henchmen of machine bosses. He will consent to 
join a suit for submission of the question to the Su- 
preme Court. ‘ 

Primary elections are bad enough at best, but if the 
ballot boxes are at the mercy of rascals who cheat 
with impunity, they are intolerable. They are mock- 
eries and the instruments of corruption and bad gov- 
ernment. 
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If the prevention of war with Russia can be at- 
tributed to the British labor unions, perhaps, having 
got their hand in, they can now move to prevent mar- 
tial law and a state of war in Ireland. 

FRIENDS THAT COME HIGH. 

If friends are to be valued by what they cost, 
August F. Herrmann ought to set great store by the 
three which were disclosed to him at the primary at 
a cost of $266.66 2-3 per friend.

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THAT ‘‘PEAK’’ IN PRIOES. 

Buyers for interior clothing houses are cutting 
their stay in New York short and leaving for home 
in shoals without placing any orders. They are con- 
vinced that the extraordinary prices obtained for 
wearing apparel in recent months are certain to de- 
cline at an early date. The manufacturers and se]]- 
ers of such goods, however, are found in a different 
frame of mind. They insist on terms that take no ac- 
count of a prospective fall in prices. The buyers, ac- 
cordingly, refuse to buy-Phe very fact that they are 
refusing and leaving for home will assist in forcing 
prices to a less unwholesome level. Sellers with stock- 
rooms packed with goods representing large invest- 
ments will not be able to hold out long for profiteer- 
ing figures in the face of a falling market giving 
cause for alarm in the future. A drop in sugar to 12 
or 13 cents a pourid is also predicted in a few days.

RAILROAD AGAINST RAILROAD. 

Commenting on the recent decision of the Inter- | 
state Commerce Commission sustaining the bridge ar- | 
bitrary in the suit brought by Mr. Folk for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Post-Dispatch suggested a line 
of legal procedure which we believed would result in 
the wiping out of the arbitrary. It is contained in the 
following paragraph from an editorial published in 
the Post-Dispatch of June 16: 

The only other recourse in view seems to be a 
mandamus suit in the United States Supreme 
Court to compel the railroads to conform to the 
court’s decision that the terminal system is part 
of the lines of each of the members of the Ter- 
minal Association and that only one charge can 
be made for freight to the terminus of the lines. 
The railroads have persistently violated the decree 
of the court, 

As a matter of fact, the St. Louis Terminal Railroad 
Association, under the control of the East Side lines, 
which wanted to continue to put the cost of St. Louis 
bridges and terminals on St. Louis traffic, did not 
from the beginning conform to the decree of the 


United States Supreme Court. It treated the terminal 
system, not as common union terminals doing the 
switching work of its members, but as a separate rail- 
road doing a transportation business and charging 
therefor. The Post-Dispatch attempted to correct 
this wrong by asking the Supreme Court to interpret 
its decree. A brief embodying these facts and the 
violations of the decree, asking a mandamus to com- 
pel the railroad proprietors of the Terminal system 
to comply with its decree, was submitted to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but the unsuccessful Folk suit be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission was pressed 
to its foregone conclusion. 

Now the appeal to compel the Terminal Associa- 
tion to comply with the court’s decree has been under- 
taken by four West Side railroads in the association, 
which have borne the burden of the discrimination 
for the east against the west side until patience has 
ceased to be a virtue. They expose the discrimination 
and the violations of the court’s decree in the arbi- 
trary practices of the Terminal system and ask the 
court to reorganize the association and compel it 
to obey the decree. The petition justifies everything 
we have said about the arbitrary and the unjust, dis- 
criminating burdens that have been laid upon St. 
Louis industry and business. The complaints of the 
protesting railroads are embodied in 15 points. 

The chief points are that the Terminal Associa- 
tions sets itself up as an independent common carrier 
between the East Side and West Side railroads and 
handles business and makes charges on that basis. 
It is not a bona fide and impartial agent of the pro- 
prietary lines and its bridges and tracks are not used 
as extensions of the railroad lines in accord with the 
court’s decree. 

This embodies the whole case of St. Louis against 
the Terminal Association for discriminatory and un- 
lawful charges and practices. 

Some of the association railroads having under- 


taken to find a remedy and to compel the association 
to cease violating the decree and discriminating 
against West Side lines and St. Louis, there is hope 
of a satisfactory conclusion. When the Pailroads 
themselves protest against the unlawful discrimina- 
tion there is hope that not only will the Supreme 
Court enforce its decrees, but that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will see the light of justice. 
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The completion of the flight of an all-metal mail 
airplane from New York to the Pacific coast—in fact, 
two of them—comes on the heels of the unveiling of 
the Wright monument in France, commemorating 
the first successful flight in a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine. This transcontinental flight puts air mail 
service almost into the class of the commonplace. 
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THE SOUTH BUYING AUTOS. 

The census returns’ exhibits on the prosperity and 
growth of the South, as presented in figures showing 
an increase in the population of multitudinous towns 
of all sizes, have been presented daily and impres- 
sively. Special exhibits even more eloquent on 
the same subject are coming to hand. One of them 
is the increase in automobile registration. In that 
section are recorded the greatest gains this year of 
the entire country. North Carolina stands first, with 
51 per cent more registered motor cars than it had 
last year aod South Carolina comes second with 42 
per cent. Other Southern states show remarkable 
gains. 

High cotton and tobacco and the rewards of diverst- 
fied agriculture are enriching the South. More auto 
owners mean good roads and good roads mean—a)- 
most everything a commonwealth can desire in the 
way of a thriving, contented, well-educated people 
enjoying the great advantages of maintaining a close 
touch with their fellow citizens and the rest of the 
world.
